“I pefer to one fact—-an over-expenditure last year of #3,300,- 
000 which the auditor caught and brought to your attention recent- 
ly. Do you wish that sort of thing to go on? Is any man in this 
council able to say whether this over-expenditure is less than 
$5,000,000 even? And all this expenditure of last year must he 
met this year, if things are to be brought up to date and put on 2 
business basis. 

“T-want algo to call. your attention to the fact that there was 
an error in the paving program of. $800,000. These figures were 
prepared by your permanent commissioners and the city engineer. 
Then also there are the wrong figures that were passed in the by- 
laws, and which we have had to correct this evening. Now, it is 
not my duty to check figures, I am not responsible for the figures 
prepared by permanent officials. My hours in the city hall are 
from nine o’elock in the morning until six or seven at night, and 
often again in the evening. I am kept busy all the time and have 
not any time to check up figures prepared by men who are paid to 


bring in these estimates.

“In connection with this general 
atate of affairs I have undertaken cer- 
tain improvements looking toward the 
genera) improvement of the system. 


We undertook the question of munici- 
pal ownership. We have a very 
large municipal machine and a very 
diversified set of employees and there 
is today absolutely no chart or sy8- 
tem in this city whereby anyone can 
know what are the exact duties of all 
these employees. There is no system 
that is effective and well carried out, 
Cost System First Remedy.

is serious. His left lung is punctured. 

Loftus is a carpenter's’ laborer who 
had only recently gone to work on the 
building, which is erected by 
the Canadian Stewart Company, of 
Montreal, He and the other men who 
were injured were working on the 
mezzanine tloor of the building, which

4 Fell Three Floors. 


Suddenly, without any warning, the 
big steel derrick which was being used 
to raise a wagon-load of steel girders, 
weighing altogether about three and a 
quarter tons, came crashing down 
from the fourth floor, splintering lum- 
ber and tearing steel beams in its 
descent. 

One stee] girder weighing half a ton 
fell from the fourth floor to the 
ground. There was a perfect shower 
of planks and timbers from the up- 
per floors through which the derrick 
fell. The derrick did not stop until 
the base was resting on the steel 
frame-wWork of the mezzanine floor, 


wee akc taper dart ov erhung the ex- 
erior frame-work of the building. 
Luckily the derrick did not break in 
two, although it was badly bent in 
the middle, where it struck the steel 
upright, 
Connection Snapped. 

The cause of the collapsing was a 
defect in one of the steel plates which 
fasien the steel beams to the upright 
frame-work. ‘The derrick was sup- 
ported ‘by a platform ‘built across 
three 12-inch steel girders. The con- 
mecting plate fastening one of the 
Firders snapped and the girder fell 
beneath the derrick and its load. 

Miraculous Escapes. 

The three and a quarter tons of 
steel which had just been brought in 
by a team of horses was just a little 
distance above the wagon when the 
derrick came crashing down, Th 
steel dropped down on the wagon, but, 
strunge to say, it did not smash it 
The team which had brought the load 
had been unhitched and was standing 
mear the wagon, When the crash 
caine the horses bolted out of the 
yard and down McDougall avenue, 

It was a miracle that. many men 
were not killed, for the building is 
a veritable hive of industry and mer 
are working all over it, 

Failure Unaccountable, 

after the accident, Superin- 
Mueller stated that the aceci- 
dent Was one of those things which 
could not be accounted for, . The der- 
wick had been in use since Saturday, 
and heavier loads than the one which 
wus on the cable at the time of the 
collapse had been raised on it. The 
derrick Was a standard pattern of a 
capacity of seven and a half tons 
According to the accepted strength of 
eteel, the beams gupporting the der- 
rick should have’ withstood a strain 
amounting to ninety-six tons. Thi 
damage was not serious to the struc- 
ture, though a number of steel gir- 
ders will have to be replaced. ‘Th: 
work will not be delayed, as another 
derrick will be erected in the place 
of the one which has collapsed while 
this is being repaired,
